_ queſtion, bur ſuch as Herefies bring in. 

Thus we ſce there may be a cauſe of condemnation 
beſides the onely will of God , but concurring with 
Gods will; but of ſaluation no caule can be giuen but 
the onely will of God. Yet our Awhor here vnderta- 
keth co find a cauſe beſides the only wil of God,though 
concurring with Gods will : This hee doth in the in- 
ſtance of 'St. Petey : For he ſayth that There s neither 
word, apex, nor ſyllable to proue that God did call, ſane, 
and glorifie St. Pcter without any conſideration hid or 
regard to bus fanth, obedience and repentance. 

The berrer to vnderſtand this, we muſt cleare ſome 
things which hechath confounded. They thar deale 
not playnely confound many things of purpoſe, which 
muſt be diftinguiſhed that the matter way bee clea- 
red. Hee ſayth that Saint Peter ww #0t called ,) ſancd 
and plorified without confideration , or regard of his 
Faith , Obedience and Repentance. This propoſition 
in Truth centaineth three propoſitions in it : And nei- 
ther can he conclude three propoſitions at once, ney- 
ther can any mananſwereto threeat once, Therefore 
wee mult diftin&ly ſeparate theſe three propoſttions, 
that his confuſion may appeare, and that a cleare an- 
Iwere may be framed vntothe poynt in queſtion. 

Of thele three propoſitions, thefirſt is, St. Petey 
Was not called without reſpet to his Faith , Obedience, 
and Repentance. Theſecondis, Saint Petey was not 
ſaved without reſpet7 to his Faith, Obedience and Repen- 
ance. Thethird is , Saint Peter was not glorr fred with- 
out reſpees ta'bys Faith , Obedience , and Repemance, 

Thele 
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Theſethree things are nor all of one kinde. The twe 
latrer propoſitions we grant; the reaſon is,becaule ſal-- 
uation and glorification are in the nature of a reward. 
Now the Scripture witneſſerh, that God will reward 
enery man according to his workes : And therefore 
Saint Peters faith, obedirnce and repentance ſhall bee 
rewarded with faluation} and glorification : And fal- 
uation and glory may bee ſayd to reſpe theſe goods 


workes that went before, | [EG T2 
Bucthefirft of theſe propoſitions is , that Saint 
Peter was not called without reſpeR to his fatth,ob?di- 
ence andrepentance. Here we cloſe with him. I muſt 
charge with Pe/ag/ani/mein that very point of this He- 
refie, for which Pelegius was condemned for an Here- 
ticke in the Synode of P aleHina, as St. Auguſt ine often 
relateth. In which Synode the DoQrines of Pelagin 
were condemned, as. they were alſo in many other 
Synodes : Concilio Carthap. 7. Contilis Melenitans : 
Concilio Arauſica: Andalſo condemned by the decrees 
of the Popes that then were, and the Emperors. 
He fayth that St. Petey was not called without reſpe& 
and confideration had to his faith, obedience and rye- 
penance: In denying this propoſition he affirmerh the 
contradictory : That St. Peter was cated in confidera- 
tion and reſpe& of his fa#th, obedjence,and repentance. 
This is the ſame which the Church hath condemned 
in Pelagius. For Pelagizes taught no otherwiſe but thus, 
Gratta Dei datur ſecundum merits noitra :In reſpet or 
conſideration of our merits. This man teacheth that 
St, Petey was called in conſideration or reſpe& of his 
faith, obedtence and repentance. This is euidcntly Se- T4 Il 


cundum merita, as Pelagins vnderſtood merita, For 
E 2 thoſe

thoſethings which Pe/agius. and the Ancient Fathers, 
whowrote in his time, called merit , wereno other 
then theſe which chi man calleth fab, obedjence;and 
repenteuce;,Pelagin; knew no greater merits then theſe. 
It Sts Peter was called inconfiderationand refpe&t.of 
theſe things, then-was thar grace of his calling 'giuen 
in con{ideration and reſpect vf theſe things, and ſo 
Gratia datyr ſecundum merits ; Secundum merita, Whes: 
ther we Tranſlate, according to merits, or in Tefpeit and. 
conſideration of merits,all-1s one.; I:ſtand not vppon 
any curiofiry of VVords, there is ne difference in the: 
matter, lt followeth neceſlarily, that this, man: 
teacheth that DoArine, far which: Pe/agaus 'Wwas:con- 
demned toran Hereticke 3 let him Chifr!-this as! hee

ſome reſpe@s in narure, to auoyde this abſurdity, 
they labour to mollific the matter , but runne ſill vp- 
pon the ſame danger : They change the manner of 
ſpeaking , and ſay that a Precedent grace is giuen in 
reſpe& of ſubſequent grace,asthisman ſayth , VVhen 
| hee holderh, 'that the- grace of calling is giuen in 
reſpe& of Faith and :Obedience, which are ſubſe- 
quent graces... 

Bur this is nothing elſe , but for the loue to holde 
with Pelagias , to ſayfomething; Whercin they for- 
ſake Vnderſtanding , Reaſon, Diuinity , and' Phi- 
lolophy, and” fpeake Nom ſence, For that'I call 
Non-ſence, that is againſt Diuinity , Philoſephy and 
Common reaſon , as this is, which maketh a ſub. 
ſequent grace to bee the. cauſe of a Precedentgrace; 

| to ſet the effe before the cauſe, And becauſe in 
© thismannerof ſpeech , there is nothing to ſatisfie the 
vnderftanding of a Diuine or a Philoſopher , itis ap- 
parant,that this was deuiſed fornone other end , but 


onely to dazle the ignorant with Vordes without 
Vnder- 
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Vnderſtanding : But a matter of this nature will not 
bee carrycd with empty Wordes, 8 
And in ſo high a poynt of Diuinity, to ſpeake 
without expreſle Scriptures , is aſigne that they pre- 
ſume too much , eyther vppon their owne w#, or 
vppon other mens weakneſſe. Their end is, thatif 
thus much might be obtayned, - that God gjueth the 
precedent grace for orinreſpe& of the conſequent, 
they might with more eaſe afterward fall into the 
playne tearmes of hg For howſocuer they may 
palliate the matter with ſtrange VVordes not vnder- 
ſtood, yetthe Truth is, as Scorue confeſſerh , that if 
Gods grace bee giuen in reſpect of any thing in man, 
that can bee nothing but nature... For in man, before 
he be called, there 1s nothing bur nature. 

And therefore the playne Do&rine of Srorws, 
that a man may merite grace Ex purrs - naturalibrs, 
frandeth more probable in reaſon, then'this opinion 
which deuiſeth a ſubſequent grace to be the cauſe 
of a precedent grace : Forasthis is againſt Diuinity, 
fo the reaſon of the Naturall man retuſeth ir. 
The graces of God are. ordered, and they that 
would diſorder them, trouble the whole frame of 
our ſaluation.For God hath ſet the order: From Gods 
purpoſe proceedeth Predeſtination , from Predeſti- 
nation Calling, from Calling Faith and Iuſtification, 
from Iuftification Obedience and all fruitefull workes. 
The firſt grace that wee apprehend is Calling : And 
therefore before we are called, there is nothing in vs 
but nature. If then God reſpect any thing in man, in 
reſpe whereof hee calleth him , that can benothing 
but nature and free will, 
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This the Pelagzans taught plainely ; but ſomefol- 
lowing the Pe/agzars arc aſhamed to vtter themſclues 
ſo plainely : They ſtriue to handle the matter more 
finely, but whileſt they ſeeke fineneſle , they haue loft 
their wits. Surely they haue forſaken reaſon and vn- 
derſtanding. Now 1t is not poflible that from mature 
and freewill any grace ſhould riſe : becauſe the Zoya 
ſayth , That which zs borne of the fleſh is fleſh, and that 
which is borne of the ſpirit is ſpirit. Here be two prin- 
ciples ſet, one in Nature ,. the other in Grace: The 
principle of grace and all good motions is the Sperit : 
the higheſt principle of nature and- naturail motions 
is the F/z{h: Thercfore no grace of the ſpirit can pro- 


_ ceede fromthe fleſh; but nature and: tree-will is: no- 


thing but fleſh, 
Againe, the order;wherin the Bleſſed 4poſtleſettert: 


 doiync theſe things, the purpoſe of God,predeſtinati- 


on, call1ng,uſtiication, glocification;, doth proouc 
that a precedent grace may be ſome cauſe to draw after 
ita ſubſequent grace; but fora ſubſequent grace to be 
any manner of caule to draw a precedent, this is im- 
poſble,. : The bleſſed 4poitle fayth : AM things fall 
out for the beft to them that loge God,to them that are cats 
led according to his purpoſe, 

Betorc I come to that wlrich I intend, I would heere 
{rſt remooue a ſcruple, which the Pelagians ftumble ar, 
in thoſe words of the Apolile © To them that lou? God : 
From theſe words they inferre., that God reſpeftets 
them that /oze himzBut the Apoſtle expoundeth him- 


cife in the words tollowing : 7! 0 them that are called 


s © 


according to his purpoſe * For theſe are they who lowe 
Gog; who vaderſtand that Gods loue prevented them 


and 
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and called them according to his purpoſe. He that 
hath the knowledge of this loue of God, muſt needes 
loue God againe* but this loue beginneth by Gods 
preuenting loue, as St. /obz ſayth : Herein is loue, not 
that we lowed God, but that he loued vs, zxd ſent his ſon 1 1ohn + te. 
to be a reconciliation for our finnes. There be ſome that 

begin to loue , but fall away and continue not to the 

end, Of theſe St. Bede, inhis Expoſitions colle&ed 

out of Saint Auguſtine, expoundeth this place thus. ,,,. .

falffic his DoErine 2 Then his ca/{zngjis according to 

his p#rpoſe, but his parpeſe way not beefaydtobeac- 

cording to his ca//img : becauic the calling dependeth 

vppon his purpoſe, but not the purpoſe vppon the 

calling. The purpoſe is a cauſe of the calling,, but 

not the calling a cauſe of the -purpoſe, Now if wee 

proccede from Vocation to Iuſtification, wee: ſhall 
vnderftand the fame. For as Vocation dependeth 

vppon Gods purpoſe of Predeſtixation, ſo doth our 
Iuſtification depend vpon Vocation;and as this was to 


peruert the Apoſtles words,and to falſtfie his doarine, 
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as before I ſayd, to ſay that Gods purpoſe was accor- 
ding to his calling: So ifa man ſhould fay,as this Au- 
thor ſayth, that Gods calling is according to faith, 0- 
bedience and repentance; this man ſhould in like 
ſort peruert the Apoſtle his words, and falſthe his do- 
@rine , For iuſtification, faith, obedience and repen- 
trance, depend vpon Gods calling, but his calling de- 
penderh not vpon them : they are given according to 
his cating; but his calling is not accoraing to them: 
And therefore they are giuen for and in confideration 
of his calling;burt that Gods calling ſhould be for and 
inconſideration,or regard of theſe things, which Gods 
calling draweth with it,andiafter it; is a thing abſurde 
not onely in the indgements of Orthodoxe Writers, 
but cuen in the indgement of Pe/agins himſelfe, and of 
Scots, and of the moſt atehes of that ſide; who 
thought it more probable and agreeing more with 
reaſon to ſay that the grace of God is giuen accor- 
ding to merits, then to deuiſe this ftrange fancy, that 
a ſubſequent grace ſhould be the cauſe of a precedenr 
grace. This I lay is not a priuate fancy of ſome par- 
eiculer men, but ſicha thing as was neuer vttered b 
any ſober or learned writer. And becauſe herefie goet 
not without ab/araities, it may be called either the 
Arminian herefie, or the Arminian abſurdity . For be- 
fides 4rmintians, no man writeth thus. 

I may not omit to obſerue in the laft place, that our 
Authors words croſſe the words of the 17. Artic!e; 
which hee profeſſerh ro maintaine. For the article 
ſpeaking of Predeſtination ſayth , They which be in- 
aucd with ſuch an excellent benefit of God, be called ac- 
corajug to Goas purpoſe, by bis ſpirit working in axe 

ſeaſon, 
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caſon, they thorouph prace obey theiy calling, they aye tg. 
h fied alerts the ſonnes of Godby Kher 
they be made like the image of his onely begotten ſonne 
Teſus Ehrift , they walke religiouſly in be, Workes, and ER: 
at length by Gods mercy they attaine to eutrlaſting Yel;- 
HY. £46 þ 
Theſe words of the Article containe the true Apo- 
ſtolicall dofrine: For the calling of God is here ſayd : 
to be according to Gods purpoſe; and iuſtification, o- 
/ bedience, walking religiouſly in good workes, theſe 
| things aredeclarcd in the Arzzc/e tofollow thecalling 
as effects thereof. | 
Burt this man,the new maintainer of the articlesand 
ofthe do&rines of our Church , peruerterh this A- 
poſtolicall do&rine contained in the article: For he 
ſayth, that the calling is according to faith , obedience 
and repentance : cont: :ry to that which is contained 
in the article. The article maketh fajth, obedience, 
and repentance ,.to-be the efte&ts of calling, and to 
followe ir, and proueth conſequently that rhe cal- 
ling is not according to theſe eff:&s, |or in confide- 
ration and regard of theſe cftes , but that thele ef:

- Itis evident that the Homily ſpeakerh of profane - 
and wicked men, that goc from God, becauſe they :

men, there are ( God knoweth) too many in our 
Land ; whereof the Homily complaineth. The Ho- 
mily (peaketh partly of ſuch, & partly of hypocrites. 
This is evident from the words of the Homily, 
which are theſe. For God that promiſed his mercy to theme 
that be traely penitent, hath not promiſed to thepreſump- 
tuo ſinner either that he ſhall hane a long life, or that he 
ſhall hane true repentance at the laſt end. Doth not the 
Homily ſpeake plainly of wicked, profane, and pre- 
ſumptuous ſinners?
